Judge Bramlette’s Spfech. — Tho Hon. Thus. 
E Hramlotte, the Union nomineo for Governor of 
Kentucky, addressed the people at Odd Fellows’ 
Hall in this city on Wednesday last. Tho audi- 
ence assembled to hear him was respectable in 
numbers, but not as largo as we expected. 

We listened attentively to this speech, running 
through two hours and a half. It was the first 
time that it had been our fortuno to hoar the dis- 
tinguished gentleman, altho’ known to us for 
years by reputation as a leading member of tho 
bar of his section of the Stato, and as the Judge 
of the Judicial distriot in which he resides. Can- 
dor compels us to say that, while there was much 



In publishing the proceedings of the Con 
vention by which Mr. Crittenden was nomi- 
nated, we stated, in reference to the rcsolu 
tion which soomed to base his nomination 
upon the ground that he had niado pledges 
which were inconsistent with his courso in 
the last Congress, that ho had been guilty of 
no such act of folly and unmanlincss— that 
ho stool now upon the same conservative 
platform that he bad always occupied— that, 
while be was for the maintenance of the 
Union, and to that end was in favor of a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, as tho on»y 
hope of now accomplishing the result, until 
tho rebellion was put down and tho National 
authority re established over tho Statos that 
had asserted their independence of it, he 
was utterly opposed to the policy of tho 
party in powor, which assumed, in violation 
of the Constitution, to tramp'e upon and de- 
stroy rights rendered sacred by that instru- 
ment. This was his position in the last 
Congress— support of the Union by all le- 
gitimate and constitutional means, and oppo- 
sition to all the radical measures of tho party 
in power for the prosecution of tho wai. 
In this letter ho distinctly announces that 
he Has changed no opinion lie has entertained 
in regard to this matter, and that he stands 
now. as heretofore, opposed to all theso 
measures which ho denounces as tho off- 
spring of and fanaticism, vengeance 

and abolition," which have been adopted by 
the dominant Abolition party;" in which 
class ho includes those which impose ‘‘pen- 
alties, forfeitures, confiscations, emancipation 
of slaves, the raising of negro armies, &c.,“ 
declaring that most of those measures are 
in his judgment unconstitutional and all of 
them grossly inexpedient and impolitic.

I tion which a Kentucky statesman should occupy 
in this hour of poril to tho Commonwealth and 
tho Nation. Wo know that it is so much tho 
habit of the present day, by press and people, to 
praise indiscriminitcly all who are on our side, and 
to denounco all who are opposad to us, that there 
are those who are unwilling to tolerate a fair and 
candid expression of sentiment on the part of an 
oditor where that sentiment does not agroo with 
theirs. This is a matter of no consequence to us. 
Wo arc not of tho number who feel it our duty to 
give an “unquestioned support” to any one. The 
times are such as to call for tho exerciso of all our 
vigilance and judgment, and he is neither true to 
himself nor to the country who fails to exert to 
tho fullest extont all tho powers he possesses to 
discover tho path of duty and then to pursue it. 

That Judge Bramlett is an ardent Union man no 
odo who has either heard or road his spooches will 
pretend to deny. The groat and all-absorbing 
idea with him is the crushing of this rebellion, 
and in this he has tho sympathies of all who ap- 
preciate the blessings of our noble form of Gov- 
ernment, and who treasures as a priceless legacy 
the memories of the glorious past with whiob our 
National existence is interwoven. But, while 
koeping steadily in view the restoration of the 
National unity and power over the whole territory 
comprised within our National limits, and un- 
flinchingly rosulvod that this Government shall 
not be destroyod by those who are waging a 
traitorous war for its annihilation, it is alike tho 
part of wisdom, of duty and of patriotism to soruv 
pulously guard and defend rights, whether Na- 
tional, State or individual, which are guaranteed 
to us by that groat charter which makes us ono 
people and by which alone we are held together 
as a Nation. 

Judge Bramlette, in tho commencement of his 
speech, announced that his speech at Carlisle, as 
reported for the Cincinnati Commercial, did him 
injustice, and that he had corrected tho main er- 
rors in a letter to that paper. We havo published 
both the speech and the correction, aud it is not ne- 
cessary to say more upon that luhject. But it seem- 
ed to us that tho tone of the spooch hero was, in 
the main, not materially different from that of the 
speech as reported in the Commercial. The prin- 
cipal objection to uj,and the objection is urged in 
no captious spirit, was that tho Judge was not 
sufficiently impressed with the importance of ta- 
king a firm, bold and decided stand in opposition 
to tho policy of tho present “dominant party.” 
Tho resolutions of tho Convention by whoso agen- 
cy Judge Bramlette holds his presontpositlon, and 
which the Judgo doclares he fully endorses, tako 
decided ground in opposition to the policy adopted 
by tho Administration for the prosecution of the 
war. They declaro in tho very first resolution, 
that “our institutions are assailed by an armoj re- 
bellion on one side which can only be met by the 
sword; and on tho other by unconstitutional acts 
oj Congress and startling usurpations of power by 
the Executive”— that “tho Union party of Ken- 
tucky enters its solemn protest against the Proc- 
lamation of the President of the United Statos, 
by which ho assumes to emancipate all slaves 
within certain States, holding tho samo to bo un- 
wise, unconstitutional and void” — that “the power 
which has recently boon assumed by the Presi- 
dent of the Unite! Statos, whereby, undor the 
guise of military necessity he has proclaimed and 
extended martial law over Statos where war did 
not exist, and has suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus, is unwarranted by tho Constitution, and 
its tendency is to subordinate civil to military 
authority, and to subvert constitutional and free 
government” — that“the Union party of Kentucky 
hails with pleasurable hope the recent manifesta- 
tions of conservative sentiment among the people 
of the non-slaveholding States in their late elec- 
tions, and regard the same as an earnest of a good 
purpose on their part to co-operate with all other 
loyal oitiien3,givo security to the rights of every 
section, aud maintain the Union and the Consti- 
tution as they were ordained by the founders of 
the Republic” — that“Kentucky will adhere to the 
Constitution and the Union as tho best, it may bo 
the last hope of popular freedom, and for all 
wrongs that may have been committod, or evils 
which may exist, will seek redress undor the Con- 
stitution and within the Union, by tho peaceful 
but powerful and irresistible agencies of the suf- 
frages of a free people.” 

Theso are among the principles onunoiated by 
ihe State Convention of the Union party wh ich 
mot at Louisville on the ISthof .March last, which 
placed in nomination for Governor the Hon. 
Joshua F. Bell, and upon whose doolinature the 
Committoo appointed by that body placed Judgo 
Bramlette in nomination. They are olear and ex- 
plicit as to the sentiments and purposes of the 
Union party of the State. They do not hesitate 
to say that the dominant party in Congress have 
passed unconstitutional acts and the President of 
the United States has assailed our institutions 
with not simply usurpations of power but startling 
usurpations. And yet Judge Bramlette, whilo 
giving bis full endorsement to those resolutions, 
appeared to us throughout his speech to bo at- 
tempting to excuso tho exercise of these “start- 
ling usurpations” of power on the part of the Ad- 
ministration. It is truo he declared that he dif- 
fered with Mr. Lincoln as to the policy adopted 
for the suppression of the rebellion; but when he 
came to speak of the acts which constitute the 
ground of complaint on the part of those who op- 
pose that policy, instead of arraigning him for 
those unconstitutional acts and startling usurpa- 
tions, his effort seemed to be to mako the best ex 
cuse or apology that oould bo made for those who 
had perpetrated them. This was the case in ref- 
erence to tho writ of habeas corpus, in defense of 
the suspension of which by the Presidonthe elab- 
orated the idea that mon had no moro right to talk 
treason than to act troason; in regard to the raising 
of negro troops, in which tho effort seemed to be 
to oxcuso it on the ground that Joff. Davis had 
not only omployed negro troops but Indians, as if 
this Government should follow the example of 
those who are banded together for its deitruo 



tion; and concluding that portion of his analysis 
with tho sage remark that those who opposed this 
thing of raising negro troops by Mr. Lincoln were 
perfectly willing that it should bo done on the 
other side, and that their opposition showed on 
which side their sympathies were! 

Judgo Bramlette was particularly denunciatory 
of what he termed “Constitutional Union mon.” 
Mr. Breckinridge was a Constitutional Union 
man before he joined the rebellion, and he was 
suspicious of every man who declared himself as 
of that class of politicians. Now, as that great 
party in the North which now constitutes tho 
majority of that section, and of which Governor 
Seymour, of New York, is tho acknowledged head 
claims to be a Constitutional Union party, Judgo 
Bramlette runs counter to the expressed opinion 
of the Union pfcrty of Kentucky, in Lis estimate 
of “Constitutional Union men.” One of tho reso- 
lutions of the Louisville Convention hails with 
pleasurable hope the success of that great party, 
and looks to the manifestations of conservative 
sentiment in the non-alavoholding States in their 
recent elcotions as an earnest of a good purpose 
on their part to co-operate with all other loyal 
citizens, in giving security to the rights ol every 
section, and in maintaining the Constitution and 
the Union as they were ordained by the founders 
of the Kcpublio. Wo profess ourself to bo a Con 
stitutional Union man, and in the next Presidea 
tial contest we do not hesitate to say that our 
humble support will bo given to a man holding 
such views as Gov. Seymour, in preference to any 
Republican or Abolition candidate that may be 
started. For ourself wo greatly prefer the appel- 
lation of a “Constitutional Union man” to that 
of an “Administration Union men,” or any other 
sort of a Union man who gives an “unquestion- 
ing support” to the party ia power, no matter 
what policy they adopt. And so do the mass of 
the Union party of Kentucky, if the resolution 
adoptod by the Convention on the 18th of March 
truly represents their opinion, for one of tho res- 
olutions explicitly declares that “Kentucky will 
adhere to the Constitution and the Union as the 
best, it may be the last hope of popular freedom.” 
But our limits admonish us that we must bring 
this article to a closo. We shull probably have 
Something more to say upon Judge Bramlette's 
speech; and in tho meantimo will only add what 
wo have already said, that, while we have been 
compelled, somer.hat in self-vindication, thus 
fairly and candidly to make the remarks wo havo 
in reference to tho tone of Judgo Bramlette’s 
speech, there was much in his speech that was 
worthy of commendation. It was evidently 
tho speeeh of a man who was fully imbued with 
that spirit of patriotism which will never consent 
to the destruction of this government; who justly 
regards a dissolution of the Union as tho greatost 
possible calamity that can befall ns as a people; 
but who failed, at the same time, to grasp tho vi- 
tal issues which havo been involved in the 
effort to put down the rebellion — issues which 
must be met, if we would preserve the Un- 
ion and the Constitution as they were or- 
dained by the founders of the Kepublio.. — 
The spirit of liberty, which has been fostered 
and nurtured here, as it has been no where else 
upon earth, and which has been spreading 
throughout the Nations, would in the event 
of the destruction of this government be 
qnenched forever; and the great problem of 
man's capacity for self-government will have 
been solved. This Union is not destined to be 
sundered, if those who have the direction of 
public affairs will but be guided by that wisdom 
and unselfish patriotism which characterized tho 
founders of tho Republic; and if they tcill hut 
be true to the Constitution, while attempting to 
putdown those who would destroy it, all will yet 
be well, and tho day is not distant when we shall 
again be cheorod with the blessings of a united, 
prosperous and happy Republio.

0^7*The disputed question of rank between 
the Major Generals of the army has been 
decided by the Board to which it was sub- 
mitted, by determining the following order of 
precedence: Major General McClellan, ap- 
pointed May 4, 1861, to tako rank from tho 
same date; Major Gonerat Fremont, appoint- 
ed in July, to rank from May 14th 1861; 
Major General Banks, appointed in June, to 
take effect 17, 1861; Major General Dix, ap 
pointed Juno 16, to take rank from May 16, 
1861; Major General Butler, appointed May 
lfi, to take rank May 16, 1861. The decis- 
ion is upon two grounds — first, that an ap- 
pointment may be antedated by the Presi- 
dent, as in Ueneral Fremont’s case; and sec- 
ond, that the order in which the names stood 
on tho list at the time they were sent into 
the Senate decides the rank between Banks, 
Dix, and Butler, without regard to the actual 
date of their appointment by the President. 



To the Editor of the Observer cj- Reporter: 

It is always with regret that I find myself 
constrainrd to appeal to tho public Press for 
any personal explanation. 

The peculiar language of the Resolution 
in which tho nomination of me as a candi- 
date fur Congress was made by tho District 
Convention which met at Lexington on tho 
12th day of May last, has led to comments 
and interpretations that seem to require from 
me somo notice. The resolution is in the 
following words: 

Reeolve d, That the Hon. John J. Crittenden 
having expressed himself publicly os uncondition- 
ally in favor of putting ileen the rebellion, by 
voting, if necessary, the lust man and the last dol- 
iarof the nation for that purpose, wo presoat his 
narno to the people of this Congressional District 
as the Union candidate for re-election to the Na- 
tional House of Representatives. 

As preliminary to what I wish to say, I 
will slate that when I received and accepted 
the nomination I was not aware that any 
formal resolutions had been presented to or 
adopted by the Convention. On the day 
proceeding the meeting of the Convention I 
had addressed a very largo assemblage of 
tho people at Lexington, in which my views 
of the disturbing questions of the day wero 
freely and unreservedly given. It is proba- 
ble that tbo author of the Resolution bad 
reference to that speech, and although I do 
not recollect (nor do I think I did make 
them) having used the phrases employed in 
the resolution, yet it would have been 
strange if on that occasion, 1, who had all 
along, in Congress and out of Congress, in 
season and out of season, avowed myself in 
favor of putting down tho rebellion at all 
hazards and by all tbo lawful means in our 
power, should have failed to express the 
same sentiments. I did express tbcm strong- 
ly — not as ono seeking favor forhimsolf, but 
as one earnestly endeavoring to impress 
upon the hearts of his countrymen a great 
national sentiment and duty. 

The Resolution, or rather the rocital to it, 
is perhaps remarkable in several respects, 
but conscious that the groat body of the 
Convention (and hoping that there not a 
single exception) did not intend to cast any 
reflection upon me, I do not design to say 
a word, except in relation to a single view 
of tho subject. 

An effort has been made, taking that reso- 
lution as the foundation for it, to produce 
the impression that I camo under somo 
promises or pledges, or had taken some new 
position that would require me to change 
my course in tho ensuing Congress from 
what it had been in tho last. Shortly after tho 
publication of tho Resolution, the following 
editorial notice appeared in tho Cincinnati 
Gazette: 

“Hon. John J. Crittenden was unanimously 
nominated for Congress, in the Seventh Ken- 
tucky Congressional District, by a Convention 
which met at Lexington yosterday. lto pledged 
himself to Vote men aud money to whatever ex- 
tent may ho necessary to carry on the war, aDd if 
he fulfills those pledges his record in tho next 
Congress will be very diiTorent from that which 
the Kentucky delegation made in the last. Tho 
Unconditional men controlled tho Convention.” 

It is against this construction that I make 
objection, as not true in fact and unjust to 
myself. Having had no communication 
with the Convention, I presumed that in 
nominating me they were entirely satisfied 
with the public annunciation I had made be- 
fore of my political opinions. That address 
was a vindication of tny course as their Rep- 
resentative In Congress, and not apologetic 
or vascillating in any sense of the term. I 
attempted no change of position — retracted 
nothing — qualified nothing — conceded noth- 
ing. No other inferenco could fairly be 
drawn from it other than that I maintained 
tho same convictions and should pursue tho 
same course that I bad heretofore done. I 
said that the guiding principle with me du- 
ring the last Congress was to voto for all 
legitimate and Constitutional measures noe- 
essary to the most vigorous and successful 
prosecution of the war, and that I was op 
posed to all those measures of folly and fa- 
naticism, vengoanco anl abolition which, 
during the latter portion of tbo session, were 
introduced by the dominant abolition party, 
In that class of expedients I included all 
those measuros for penalties, forfeitures, con- 
fiscations, emancipation of slaves, the raising 
of negro armies, &c., &c. Most of those 
measures were in my judgment unconstitu- 
tinnal, and all of them grossly inexpedient 
and impolitic. 

I havo changed none of these opinions, 
and as long as tny convictions remain un- 
changed I will continue to pursue tho course 
1 havo heretofore done. With theso avow- 
als on my part, no one can misunderstand 



j revolutionary that the wisest could not fore- 
see tho exigencies and extremities to which 
mo might be driven; that I would endeavor 
to serve my country faithfully in whatever 
troubles it might fall into; but that there was 
one thing which I felt that I could sty to 
them with confidence, that I could hardly 
imsgine any state of circumstances could 
arise that would induce mo to consent to tho 
surrender of the Union. This is about the 
substance of what I said to tho Convention 
itself, and with these statements and oxpla 
nations, I trust that no ono can doubt my 
opinions or be at a loss how to cast bis suf- 
frage.

The Gettysburg Fioht — the Loss on 
both Sides. — A special to the New York 
Times from Frederick, Md., says the total 
number of prisoners captured, as reported at 
the Provost Marshal General’s office, up to 
last night, including tbo wounded, is in the 
vicinity of 11,000. 

There is no truth in the stories of the 
great amount of artillery captured by us. 

About two thirds of the burial parties 
sent out to bury tbo Rebel dead, have made 
returns, and the number thus far reported 
by them is 2,680. The total number buried 
cannot fall under 3,500, not including those 
killed in Wednesday’s fight, which tho ene- 
my himself buried. 

Our losses, as to day reported semi offi- 
cially, Lot up 17,000 killed, wounded and 
mi3sit.g. The Third Corps lost 4,400; Fifth 
Corps, 2.341; Twelfth Corps, 750; Second 
Corps, 4,800; the balance have not yet been 
obtained. 

In regard to the Rebel loss, tho New York 
Post, of Wednesday, has the following: 

“Capt. Reyerson, of the 13th New Jersey 
Regiment, who reached home at Newark 
this morning, says that before he loft his 
regiment Gen. Meade made an address to 
his army, in which he stated that the rebel 
loss was 35,000. Gen. Meade has captured 
in all sixty pieces of artillery. The Post 
says Captain Reyerson is a man of charac- 
ter and reliability.”

From Louisville. — Coasiderable excite- 
ment has existed at Louisville for tho last 
few days by reason of tho invasion of tbe 
State by Morgan's fjrces. Apprehensions 
wero entertained by maDy that Louisvillo 
was Morgan’s destination. 

A meeting of tbe citizens was called on 
Wednesday evening, to tako measures for 
the defense of the city. It was addressed 
by Gen. Boyle, who submitted his views as to 
the measures that should be adopted. The 
plan embracod the enrollment of all citizens 
front 18 years of age and upwards who wero 
capablo of bearing arms. Tho City Council 
was called, tho plan of Gen. Boyle adopted, 
enroling officers were appointed, and the work 
commenced the next morning. Gen. Boyle 
did not think there was any immediate 
danger of attack, but considered it proper to 
make all needful arrangements to resist one 
should it bo made. lie had no doubt with 
the troops undor his command, together with 
tho citizen soldiers proposed to bo enrolled, 
he could successfully defend the city against 
any attack that might be made. 

The city was placod under martial law 
yesterday. It was ordered that all business 
houses of every kind should be closed at 10 
o’clock, A. M. The citizens were directed 
to supply themselves with subsistence, as 
the markets would also be closed. No per- 
son should leave the city without written 
permission; all persons not on duty, females 
included, wero forbidden to leave their 
houses after 7)£ P. M.; and all citizens be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 who bad been 
enrolled under the act of Congress, wore or- 
dered to thoir respective precincts at noon 
yesterday and organize into companies of 
not less than seventy-five, whilo all over 45 
were to enrol in their respective wards and 
report to headquarters.

A dispatch from Louisville, of Thursday, 
says, eleven rebel regiments, aggregating 
4,800 men, with ten pieces of artillery, inclu 
ding twohowilzirs, crossed the Ohio at Bran- 
denburg yesterday, and encamped last night 
near Corrydon, Indiana. They wero under 
command of John Morgan and Basil Duke. 
Morgan stated to several that his destination 
was Indianapolis, but this is not creditod. 
There is considerable excitement at New Al- 
bany, the Inhabitants belie v i tg that Morgan’s 
forces are approaching that place. On lea- 
ving Brandenburg Morgan burned the Alice 
Dean, but gave up the J. T. McCombs, 
which arrived hero this afternoon. A Uro is' 
now visible in tho direction of Now Albany. 

An Indianapolis dispatch of Thursday 
says that Morgan’s forces, consisting of in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry, numbering be- 
tween G,000 and 8,000, crossed into Indiana 
and captured Corydon. Our forces are full- 
ing back. It is supposed the rebels are mar- 
ching on New Albany and Jeffersonville, 
where large quantities of supplies aro storod. 

Troops are beiDg organized throughout the 
State, and sent forward as rapidly as possihle i 
Business was cntiroly suspended here to- 
day, and the citizens were forming companies 
for self defense; one regiment has been raised 
since last night. 

It is reported that two citizens wero killed 
at Corydon when tho rebels entered the 
town. 

Indiana Rapidly Arming— Martial Law 
lit the Ilorder Counties 

Indianapolis, July 9. — Morgan is still in 
the vicinity of Cerydon. Tho greatest ex- 
citement prevails throughout the State. The 
tnilitia are coming in rapidly undor tho call 
of the Governor. Fifty thousand will be 
under arms and marching to the place of 
rendezvous in twenty-four hours. One 
Michigan regiment arrived to night, another 
and a battery of artillery ate expected to- 
morrow. The determination is, that Mor- 
gan shall not escape. The border counties 
aro under Martial law.

It U known to our readers that daring

These 
meet ngs were held alike by the ‘T.epuLli- 
*ans” aod by the “Democratic” and “Union” 
members of tho House of Representatives — 
the results of their deliberations being sov- 
areily announced at the time in a series of 
of resolutions which were published in our 
columns. 

Inquiry having boon made in tho Htate of 
Kentucky respecting tho tenor and lan- 
guage of tho resolutions adopted by the 
“Conservative caucus,” a correspondent in 
that State has requested us to reproduce 
them for the information of our readers in 
that quarter.

0. Resolved. Ih t the doctrines of the se- 
cessionists and of the abolitionists, as tho 
latier are now represented in Congress, are 
alike false to the Constitution and irrecon- 
cilable with the unity and peace of the cona- 
try. Tho first have already involved ns in 
a crnel war, and the others (ihe abolitionists) 
will leave to the conntry but little hope of 
the speedy restoration of union or peace, if 
tho schemes qf ccmfication, emancipation, 
and other unconstitutional measures which 
they have lately carried, and attempted to 
carry, through the House of Representatives, 
shall be enacted into the form of laws, and 
remain unrebuked by tho people. 

7. Resolved, That Congress has no pow- 
or to deprive any person of bis property 
frr any criminal ofleDce, unless that person 
has been first duly convicted of the offence 
by the verdict of a jury.

Under these 
oirenmstanccs it would, in our opinion, be 
most nnjust and ungenerous to give any 
new character or direction to the war for 
tho accomplishment of any other than its 
great first purpose, and especially for the 
accomplishment of any more party cr sec- 
tional scheme. 

6. Resolved, That the many and great 
Victories lately achieved by our armies and 
navies, while they ought to convince the 
▼.rid of the vast military power of our Gov- 
ernment, give us the ploasing assurance that 
our deplorable civil war will soon bo brought 
to a close, shod 1 the proper objects of the 
war, as herein beforo defined, be kept steadi- 
ly in view. When that is done, and when 
such pnnbhuient is inflicted on such of the 
guilty leaders as will satisfy public justice, 
and upan such others as havo made tbem- 
•olves conspicous for crimes committed in 
the prosecution of tho rebellion, it it our 
opinion that our Government should adopt 
tech wise measures of clemency a3 will 
t#trd fo bring back cordial reconciliatioo and 
^*6Ce to the whole country. 



General Grant heard what they had to say 
and left thorn at tho end of an bour and 
half, saying that he would send in his ulti- 
matum in writing. To which Pemberton 
promised to reply beforo night; hostilities to 
cease in the meantime. 

General Grant then conferred at his head- 
quarters with his corps and division com- 
manders, and sent the following letter to 
Pembeiton by the hands of General Logan 
and Lieutenant Colonel Wilson: 

“Headquarters Def t of Tennessee, ) 
July 3, 1863. { 

"Lieutenant General J. C. Pemberton, Com- 
manding Confederate Forces at Vicksburg: 

‘•General — In conformity with the agree- 
ment ol this afternoon, I will submit the fol- 
lowing proposition for the surrender of tho 
city ol Vicksburg, public stores, &o., on your 
accepting tbe terms proposed. 

“I will march in one division as a guard 
and take possession at 8 A. M., to morrow. 
As soon as paroles can be made out and sign - 
ed by officers and men you will all be allowed 
to march out of cur lines, tho officers taking 
with them their regimental clothing, and 
staff, field, and cavalry officers one horse oach. 
Tbe rank and file will be allowed all their 
clothing, but no other property. If these con 
ditione are accepted, any amount of rations 
you may deem necessary can be taken from 
the stores you now have, and also the neces- 
sary cooking utensils for preparing them. 
Thirty wagons also, wiih two-horse or mule 
teams, you will be allowed, to transport such 
articles as can not be carried along. The 
same condition will be allowed to all sick and 
wounded officers and privates as fast as they 
become able to travel. The paroles for these 
latter must be signed, however, while officers 
are present authorized to sign the roll of 
prisoners.”

tion. A whole block on Third avenue was 
burned. 

A person named Andrews, o' Virginia, 
who lias lately harangued meetings at Coop 
er Institute, seemed to be the leader ol the 
mob, and addressed them near the ruins, 
while tho destruction was going on, denounc 
ing the President, and advised the people to 
organize and resist tho draft. Tne bowling 
devils after this, proceeded to the beautiful 
dwelling, corner of Forty -seventh street and 
Lexington avenue, which was completely 
sacked, the library, glasses, sofas, chairs, 
being thrown into the street They then 
set fire to tho house, amid torriblo yells, aud 
burned it down. 

In tho Eighth District the Marshal ad 
journed the drawing till to morrow. 

A detachment of one hundred regulars ar 
rivod about 3 o’clock, and reported to Pro 
vost Maishal Nugent, and went to tbo Arse- 
nal, the excitement around which is great. 

About 4 o’clock some 3,000 armed mob 
marched down Fifth avenue, groaning for 
the conscription. 

Gov. Seymour will probably arrive this 
evening. 

Mayor Opdyko has issued a proclaina'ion 
againt the rioters, stating that order shall be 
preserved. Measures are being tnwon by 
Gen. Wool which will probably prove efftct 
ual in quelling tho riot. 

Every negro who has been seen by the 
mob has been either murdered or horribly 
boaten. Some tweuty thus far havo been 
killed. One or two newspaper offices havo 
been threatened. The citizens are arming 
The Colored Orphan Assylum has bee 
destroyed by the mob, and Allerton’s Hotel 
at Bull’ Head, burned. Tho mob. while 
passing down Second avenue, was fired on 
by some body in an armory from the win 
dow, when they fired the building, which 
was also destroyed. 

Albany, July 13. — The call for two com 
panics of the 25:h Regiment, of this city 
to garrison one of the forts in Now York 
Harbor, was countermanded this morning 
by General Wool.

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The Grcnt Riot in New York— —Horrible 
Kxcesaea ol the Rioter*— •SoldiernToru 
in Pieces and Policeman Ituulen to u 
Jelly. 

New York, July 13, via PououKEnsiK 
lUth. — Th* New York Evening Post’s sec 
ond edition has the following: 

“A riot commenced this morning, conse- 
quent upon the draft being commenced. The 
rioters, 300 to 500, wore armed with bricks 
clubs and stones. It began at the headquar- 
ters of the Ninth District, corner of Third 
avenue and Forty-Sixth street. Tbo ma- 
chinery, books, blanks, &e ,of tho draft at 
this point were entirely destroyed, the bujld- 
ing fired, and the whole block enveloped in 
flames. Two or three men with axes cut 
down the telegraph-poles in the Third avenue, 
and at 11 o’clock the wires were destroyed. 
It is said Superintendent Kennody appeared 
at the scene of disturbance, and was much 
injured. Tho police are unable to check tho 
riot.” 

New \ r ORK. July 13 — 6 P. M. — Up to this 
hour the riot appears to be increasing. The 
following is a brief resume of their opera- 
tions. It appears that there must havo been 
a concerted plan of resistance to theconscrip 
tion, as all the working men on the different 
railroads combined together with those of 
certain factories, and marched to the building 
cn Third avonno, where tho drafting for the 
Ninth District had commenced. At about 
half-past ten o’clock the crowd rushed in and 
seized the books and papers, using great vio- 
lence toward the officers and reporters pres- 
ent, who managed to escape, except Assistant 
Deputy Vanderpelt, who was badly beaten 
beyond recovery. Soon after the building 
was burned, tho demons meanwhile storming 
the upp; r part, whe^e sorno hall dozen fami- 
lies lived. The next building took fire and 
was also destroyed, the ruffians shouting 
while it was burning Women were also in 
tbe mob inciting them on. All horse cars 
were stopped, and the drivers taken off by 
the crowd. The police were overpowered and 
beaten horribly. A blacksmith shop was al- 
so demolischd, and the owner nearly killed 
A detatchineni of seventy-five of the provost 
guard arrived at noon, and drow up in lino 
between Forty- fourth and Forty fifth streets, 
on Third avenue, where they quickly sur- 
rounded by an intensely excited crowd who 
stoned and jeered them. The soldiers fired 
into the ruffians, when they were set upon 
and driven off, and pursued about a mile. 
One of the soldiers wa? caught, and actually 
beaten to death b/ both men and women. 
Another was nearly torn to pieces, thrown 
over a precipice, and bis body stoned till half 
buried. 

Soon after a squid of police arrived, but 
were driven off — one of their number being 
torn to pieces and kicked to a jelly. Storos 
in itbe vicinity were soon closed by their 
owners, and the rioters had every thing their 
own way. The fireman were not allowed to 
play on the fire, Tbe most horrible and 
beastly outrages have been perpetrated. Some 
twelve or thirteen policeman have boen so 
brutally treatod that their recovery is almost 
hopeless, and no doubt exists as to the death 
of Superintendant Kennedy. About three 
o’clock the mob had moved further down 
town, when tho fireman went to work on the 
burning buildings on Third avenue. 

One house was entered where a lady had 
just been confined. A number ol articles 
were stolen but no violence perpetrated. 

At 2 o’clock, Mr. Howard, late City Editor 
of the New York Times, was attacked by 
the inob, howling “Here’s an Abolitionist !” 
and were about to hang him to a lamp post, 
when the mob’s attention was diverted, and 
he ran for his lile, the crowd chasing him, and 
striking him on the back of his head and in 
the face with heavy paving-stones, stunning 
when they robbed him ofhis watch and

Vicksbubo, June 8, via Cairo, 13. 
The steamers Ruth and Sultana are just 
leaving for Memphis. 

General Grant has finished paroling tho 
rebel prisoners captured in this city. There 
were 31,277, including officers, 

The tollowiDg is a list of tho officers as 
they ranked: Lieutenant General J. C. 

Femberton, Major General John S. Bowen, 
Major General Stephenson, Major General 
Forey, Mnjor General M. L. Bmith, Brig 
adicr General S. D. Lee, Brigadier General 
Taylor, Brigadier General Herbert, Brigadier 
General Cummings, Brigadier General Bur- 
ton, Brigadier General Sharp, Brigadier 
General Harris, Brigadier General Moore, 
Brigadier General Baldwin, Brigadior Gen- 
eral Vaughn. 

General Sherman immediately on tho sur- 
render of Vicksburg, moved tn tho direction 
of Big Black River with a large army, the 
object of which was to cut off General Joe 
Johnston’s rotreat. 

Da his arrival at the stream Johnston had 
formed a strong line of battle. Heavy 
skirmishing at once ensu.d, and the rebel 
pickets were driven with a loss to the Con- 
federates of about 1,300 men. 

On the following day the engagement was 
more sanguinary and resulting in the cap- 
ture of about 2,000 prisoners. 

Johnston has not less than 50,000 men, 
but they aro poorly prepared for even. a 
defensive warfare. The news of the sur- 
render of Vicksburg has completely de- 
moralized Johnston’s army. 

General Frank Biair, it is reported, is ia 
possession of Jackson. In taking that town, 
ho took off prisoners estimated at 20,000. A 
fight is now going on between the Federals 
aud rebels at Lake Providence. 

From present indications it will amount 
to nothing, save the capture of a few ne 
groes and the destruction of tbe property of 
Federal cotton planters. 

It is reported that J udgo Dent, who, I 
am informed, is a brother- in law to Gen. 
Grant, and bis entire household were takon 
prisoners to day. His plantation is three 
miles from Goodrich landing. 

The Ruth, Pegram Master, and Oglesby 
Clerk, was the first steamer which landed 
at Vicksburg, after its surrender, direct 
from St. Louis. Nothing reliable from Port 
Hudson. 

A rumor is in circulation that General 
Banks took possession of the town.ajid gar 
rison on tho 5:h, with 18,000 prisoners. 
This may turn out to be a camp rumor. The 
paroled rebels go to thoir camp to day. 

Officers tell me this is what they did not 
anticipate, as General Pemberton had prom- 
ised them they would be allowed to go home. 

It is reported that Johnston has collected 
not leis than 32.000 head of cattlo since tho 
investment of Vicksburg, which ha\e been 
driven into the interior. 

Vicksburg was quite unhealthy before 
our occupation of tbe town. Tho deaths 
from yellow fever this season have been 
seventy oight. Nothing new at Helena. 
No rebels near that place. 

The Crescent City left yesterday with 
425 sick and wounded soldiers, 130 of whom 
are wounded.

! The Surrender of Lfiiason — The de- 
I f ense of Lebanon by the Twentieth KeBtuc- 
; ky, is ono of tho bravest actirns of the war, 
i and merits the highest praise and commend 
alion. The regiment consisted or bat 360 
available men, who fought for seven hours 
Morgan’s whole command, wi.hout the as- 
sistance of artillery, while Morgan had six 
pieces, two or three of which were kept con- 
stantly playiDg upon the devoted little band 
throughout tbe light. The rebel loss, we 
understand, has beon ascertained to be 56 
killod and about 150 wounded. Col. Han- 
son lost but six men, four of whom were 
killod in the fight and two others murdered 
on the march from Lebanon to Springfield. 
After the surrender both officers and men 
were treated in a shameful and brutal man- 
ner, being insulted and robbed of their mon- 
ey, watches, bats, clothing, &c. One officer 
was robbed of $700, and another of upwards 
of $300, while the poor privates were also 
stripped of the small amounts in their pos- 
session, and their hats, where they happoned 
to be good oms, were taken (rom them. — 

‘ Give us your green backs,” was the first 
demand, from thoso composing tho yelling 
mob, when the prisoners wero surrounded, 
while tho greatest indignities were extend- 
ed to all. Tho rules of sivil warfare seems 
to have been wholly ignored, by this des- 
[crate band in tbe : r conduct on this occa 
sion; but this is not to be wondered at, as 
they have pursued the fame course through- 
out tbeir devastating march. Tbo gallantry 
displayed by Col. Hanson and bis brave men 
in holding out so long against an over- 
whelming force, should have insureJ them 
at loast respectful treatment, particularly 
at tho hands of ICeDtuckians. But we have 
not the patience to dwell upon this subject 
We append a notice of this noble regiment 
from tho Danville Tiibune: 

Tus Twinniith Kentucky.— The noble and 
heroic defence made by Col. Haneon and hievmall 
command, at Lebanon, on Sunday !a«t, when at- 
tacked by Morgan's whole force, is wortbyof spe- 
oial mention. He and the Spartan band under 
him, fought tho overwhelming numbers of tho 
rebels for hours, end surrendered at last only to 
save the town from total destruction. Hebei 
prisoners speak in glowing terms of tho stubborn 
resistance and tho bravery and daring of theso 
gallant men, who, on this occasion have added 
another to the many gallant deeds performed by 
Kentuckians since this itruggle commenced. 

We hope that Colonel Hanson and his mon will 
soon be exchanged, and that promotion will be 
promptly given to thoso who have so worthily 
earned it. 

The rogimont, having been paroled , arrived in 
our town oq yesterday at noon, and a dinner was 
prepared for them by tho patriotic and loyal la- 
dies of our town. The cruel and heartless man- 
ner in which they wero treated by the merciless 
captors, has awakcued within them a spirit of 
vocgeance that will tell when they meet John 
Morgan's men again. 

Thoy wore robbed of all their money, watchos, 
Ac., and double-quicked on footfrom Lebanon to 
Springfioid, one or two of them becomirg cx 
hausted, were knocked in the head, and one poor 
fellow was run oven by the wheels of the artillery 
carriage, who had ial'.en in the road! It is 
scarcely credible that men oouid treat their fel- 
low beings in <U-h a manner, yet it is true beyond 
doubt. 

0^7"\Va publish in our piper to-<lay tl.a 
resolutions adopted by tl,9 conservative 
m. mhe'S of tho Hou^s of Representatives at 
a in ut) ting held it the Capital on tha 28 . h of 
June, 1862. They wiredrawn up by Mr. 
Crittenden, and received tuo approbation 
not only of tbe members themselves, but of 
conservative mon throughout the Nation. 
Thoy were republished by tbe National In- 
telligencer a few days ago, and their repro- 
duction now is calculated to remind us of 
tho positions which were assumed as just 
and proper in this war, and to show to the 
people what wise men regard as tbe true 
policy to be pursued in the suppression of 
the rebellion. The resolutions enunciate 
sound Constitutional principles, and if acted 
out in their proper spirit would soon bring 
this rebellion to a close.

After the 
surrender of tha town, a rebel fancying 
the glossy appearance of the new hat on tho 
prisoner’s head, snatched it off and put it on, 
placing in its stead his own tattered chapeau. 
Whether he has yet discovered his prizs we 
are not informed. 



O^yMorgan was at Hamilton, Ohio, at last 
accounts, which is not far from Cincinnati. 
His near approach has stirred up the citizens 
of Porkopolis smartly. The organization of 
the militia has put them in a great fret, and 
much excitement grew out of it on Monday. 
Martial law has been declared in Cincinnati, 
Covington and Newport. 



OirTho 12th Rhode Island regiment left 
this city on Sunday last for Cincinnati on 
their way home. They were nine months’ 
men, and their time had oxpired. They wore 
wolcomod to Cincinnati on Monday and 
treated kindly. 



O^-Brutus J. Clay, Esq., was on Mon- 
day of last week nominated by the Union 
party of Bourbon county as a candidate for 
ro-eleotion to the Legislative. Mr. Clay was 
nominated without opposition. 



0 ^ 7 * Morgan’s Adjutant General, Davis, 
was captured near Providence, Ind., on tho 
line of tho New Albany and Salem Railroad 
on Saturday morning, and was taken to New 
Albany on Sunday night. 



O^yOno of Morgan’s mon, named Edgar, 
came into Louisville one day last week, and 
gave himself up to tbe authorities. The 
Democrat says “ho deserted Morgan at a 
point about thirty-fivo miles below the city, 
and lives at Lexington, Ky., when he is at 
homo." 



Em \ncipvtin in Missouri. — It has here 
tofore baen announced that tho Stale Con- 
vention of Missouri had passed, by a vote of 
41 to 36, an ordinance of Emancipation, by 
which Slavery wdl virtually cease to exist 
in that State on the 4 h of July, 1870. Wo 
now subjoin a copy of the or finance. Ac- 
cording to the census of 1860 Missouri had 
114,931 slaves: 

Ordinance of Ihn'incip'itior,. 

Sec. 1. The first and second clauses of the 
twenty- sixth section of the third article of 
the Constitution are hereby abrogated. 

Sec 2 That slavery or involuntary servi 
tude, except in punishment of crime, shall 
coaso to exist in Missouri on the 4th of J nly. 
1870, and all slaves within the State on that 
day are hereby declared to be free: Provided, 
however. That all persons ommcipite I by 
this ordinance shall rem, in under the con- 
trol and he subject to their late ownnr3, or 
their legal representatives, as servants during 
tha following pc.riod, to wit: Thoso over 
forty yearsof aga, for and during their lives; 
those under twelve, until they arrive at the 
ago of twenty-three; and those of all other 
ages, until the 4th of July, 1876. The 
persons, or their legal representatives, who, 
up to the moment of omncipxtion, were 
owners of slaves hereby frood, shall, during 
tho period for which the services of such 
freedmen aro reserved to them, have the 
same authority aud control over tho said 
freedmon for the purpose of receiving the 
possessions and services of tho same that 
are now held he tho master in respect of his 
slaves: Provided, however, That after the 

said 4ih of July, 1870, no person si hold to 
servico shall be sold to non residents or re 
moved from the Stato by authority of his 
late owner or his legal representative. 

Sec. 3. All slaves hereafter brought into 
tho Stato and not now belonging to citizens 
of the State shall thereupon be free. 

See. 4. All slaves removed by consent of 
their owners to any seceded State after the 
passage by such Stato of an act or ordinance 
of secession, and thereafter brought into the 
State by their owners, shall thereupon be 
free. 

Sec. 5 Tho Goneral Assembly shall hove 
no power to pass laws to emancipate slaves 
without the consent of their owners. 

Sec. 6. Alter the passage of this ordinance 
no slave in this State shall bs subject to 
State, county or municipal taxes. 

Gov. Gamblo, upon tbe passage of tbe or- 
dinance, announced the withdrawal of his 
resignation, which he had a day or two be- 
fore sent in to the Convention, declaring that 
he would continue to serve as Governor until 
the election of his successor on the 18:h of 
August, 18G1, notwithstanding the publish- 
ed opinion of President Lincoln that he was 
the head o! a “postilent faction” in the 
State. 

This action of the Convention has created 
no little feeling in Missouri. It is denounced 
alike by those who were opposed to Emanci- 
pation at ail and those who wished it to be 
immediate; but the principal causo of com- 
plaint is that the Convention refused to sanc- 
tion a proposition to submit the ordinance to 
a vote of the people (or ntithation or rejec 
tion It is charged that the members of the 
Convention were not elected in reference to 
the question of slavery emancipation, lut 
simply as to the duty of the State in refer- 
ence to the secession movement which had 
been precipitat'd upon the country. They 
were elected two years ago, and upon their 
first assembling they refused even to enter- 
tain a proposition for emancipation. It is 
perfectly clear to our mind that the Conven- 
tion transcended the limits of its duty, if not 
of its power, and that the people of tbe 
State have just cause to complain that thoy 
have never beon consulted abeut tbo matter 
either in the election of delegates to repro 
sent them in the Convention, or* in being 
permitted to express their sentiments in re 
gard to it after tne ordinance was passed. 


Rebel Retaliation fob tub Execution 
of Sties. — The Richmond Dispatch, of July 
7th, says, “ia the Libby Prison yesterday, 
by order of Gen. Winder, the captains 
among tho Yankee prisoners, numbering 74, 
drew lots for two to he shot in retaliation 
fer the shooting of Capts. Wm. F. Corbin 
and T. J. McGraw, by Gen. Burnside, at 
Sandusky, Okie, on the 15th of May last. — 
The prisoners were assembled in a room at 
12 o’clock, by Capt. Turner, commandant ol 
the Prison, and after being formed in a hol- 
low square around a table, were informed ol 
the order of Gen. Winder. A slip of paper, 
with the name of each man written, was 
carefully folded and then deposited in a hex 
on the table, and Capt. Turner informed the 
men that they might select whom they 
pleased to draw the names out. Tho first 
two names were to indicate those to he shot. 
Captain Sawyer, of the 12th New Jersey 
Cavalry, suggested that one of tho chaplains 
be appointed. Three of tho chaplains were 
called down from an upper room, and the 
Rev. Mr. Brown accepted the task. Atnida 
silence almost death like, tho drawing com- 
menced. Tho first name taken out of the 
box was that of Captain Henry Washington 
Sawyer, of the 1st New Jersey cavalry, and 
the second, that of Capt. John Flinn, of the 
51st Iudiana. When the names were read 
out Sawyer heard it with no apparent emo- 
tion, remarking that some one had to be 
drawn and he could stand it as well as any 
ono else. Flinn was very white and much 
depressed. The prisoners were then dis- 
missed, and tho condemned were sent to 
Gen.. Winder’s uffico. On aniving there 
they were permitted to write letters to their 
friends. Sawyer wrote a letter home, and 
read it alouJ to & Detective standing near. — 
Upon coming to the last part of it sayiag 
“Farewell, my dear wife; farewell, my chil- 
dren; farewell mother,” he begged those near 
by to excuse him, and turning aside burst 
into tears. Flinu said he bad no letters to 
wiite, and only wanted a priest. Both men 
were returned to the Libby Prison, and will 
be kept in closo confinement until the day of 
their execution, which is not yet fixed. — 
Sawyer is a Pennsylvanian by birth, and 
Flinn is an Irishman. The Confederate offi 
cers shot by Burnside were executed for 
recruiting in Kentucky, and that General, 
when appealed to by the sisters of one of 
them to spare his life, refused with the bru- 
tal reply that he had quit handling tho re- 
bellion with gloves.”

Cer- 
tain it is thtt a sys’.e n of robbory aul wan- 
ton destruction of property, uniiconsed by 
civilizoi warfire, has marked hi 
far. His career in In 1 i an * is thus described 
byth) Albany Lidgerand Louisville pa- 
pers: 

The New Albany Ledger states that the 
robels, as soon as they landed on Indiana 
soil, c )unueuoed a system of plunder aod 
outrage, for which Join Morgan’s nune has 
already become infamous. At Mauckport 
the houses of citizens were ontered an 1 the 
furniture broken, be 1 clothing and carpets 
torn i ) tatters, clock) and mirrors smashed 
up, and a species of land piracy carried out 
which would have disgraced even tho West 
India Buccaneers of the era of Lafltle. This 
tho Lodger has from dozens of persons who 
have seen for themselves the desolation 
wronght, and witnessed th) infernalism of 
the malice which seem to govern the great 
freebooter of tho expedition. 

These outrages, so far as we can learn, 
characterized their entire route from Mauck- 
port to Corytloc. They reached Corydon 
at 5 o’clock yesterday evening, and, without 
oven demanding a surrender of the town, 
threw a nu uber of shells into it among help- 
less women and children. Along the road 
I rom Mauckport to Corydon nearly every 
hou -e was rilled. Near Corydon a minister 
named Glenn, who owened the finest houso 
ia that section, fired upon the rebels. He j 
was dragged into his house by his wife, 
who clo*e 1 tbe door. Too rebels burst 
open tho door, wounded him through both 
thighs, sot the h >uso on tiro, and loft Glenn 
to perish in th9 Himes. His wife and other 
ladies in the houso carried him out to an 
orchard, and thus saved him from being 
roasted nlivo. Near Mauckport thiy also 
killed Garrett Hunt, and just above tbo 
town, murdered William Frahec. 

At Corydon all tbe stores and houses wore 
rifled, and the wanton destruction of prop- 
erty seemed to be the great object of the 
raiders. When tho town was Captured five 
hundred of Col. Jordan’s Homo Guards wero 
mado prisoners, the balance of them es- 
exping in the direction of Palmyra. 

Near Corydon an old citizen, Wm. Ileth, 
fired upon the rebels. He was tho keeper 
of the toll gate this side of Corydon. The 
rebels shot him deal and burned his house, 
they also burned a fine stone mill in the 
neighborhood of Corydon. Caleb Thomas, 
of Elwardsville, was killed near Corydon. 
He was shot through the forehead. Jere- 
miah Nance, of Lsconia, was also killed 
near Corydon. 

From Corydon Morgan moved to Palmyra, 
Harrison county. Here his men were al- , 
lowed every licenso in tho destruction of 1 
property, and many of the grosest outrages 
were perpetrated upon unoffending citizens. 

Horse stealing is the order of the day 
with the raiders. Wo learn that they have 
already stolen from six to seven hundred 
hoad, all fino animals. 

Tho New Albany Ledger goes on to say, 
tne route of the rebels from Corydon to 
Salem was by way of Palmyra and ’ rear of 
Greenville. Along the entire routo they 
robbed and destroyed property indiscrimi- 
nately. Of horses they took a largo num- 
ber, and wore particular in their selections 
to take none but the bast. Every house 
along tho road was entered, and such of the 
contents as su ted them the rebels took, de- 
stroying in the most wanton manner whai 
was wholly useless to them. A l black- 
smith toois, and such other articles as could 
be of servico to a pursuing forco, was car- 
ried away or destroyed. 

At Salem the railroad track was torn up, 
anl a water tank near the town was burned. 
The depot was also burned, together with a 
splendid passenger and lour freight cars. 
The railroad was further damaged by the 
burning of three bridges betweon Salem and 
Farraboe’s Station, and the destruction of 
a water-tank near Uarristown. 

At Salem, after the burning of the depot, 
Morgan announced it as his intention to 
burn all tho mills and factories in the town, 
and issued orders to that effect. He after- 
wards reconsidered these orders, and told I 
tho owners of such property that (he would 
spare it upon the payment of one thousand ’ 
dollars for each mill and factory. These 
levies upon the citizens were responded to, 
and the money paid over to the freebooter I 
chiof. Thi3 alone saved the town from a 
conflagration which would have desolated it, 
as tbe buildings put under contrib.otion are' 
so located that had they been firod the con- 
fligiaii in would have been communicated 
(rom them to hundreds of other houses. 

At Palmyra a force of threo hundred and 
fifty or four hundred Homo Guards, under 
Gen. J. A. Cravens, member of Congress, 
had concentrated, having fallen back to that I 
point from near Corydon. Prudently enough, 
considering their inability to even retard 
the appr, ach of Morgan, they fa'l la:k ro a 
Palmy i a to Salem. So sudden and unex- 
pected was Morgan’s entry into Salem, that 
all these Home Guards were made priso- 
ners of war. They wero afterward paroled. 
The whole forco, wo learn, was mounted, 
and as the rubel chief is not celebrated for 
ever returning any of his stolen property 
in tho line of horso flesh, tho horses were 
carried off*, together with the equipments of 
the men. and aro ye! in tho enemy’s pos- 
session. 

From Salem lho rebels moved off to Can- 
ton, a post village, in Washington county, 
four and a half piles east from Salem. 
Canton, and the country surrounding it, is 
settled by Quakers. John lnd no doubt 
that, as they were non combatants, they 
“would be delighted to see him.” But 
especially was he idterested in the excellent 
quality of the equine productions of that 
fine region of country. He relieved the I 
good “Friends” of their horse-flesh to tho 
number of over ono hundred, and, joining 
hi* left column with the right, which entered 
the town by way of Uarristown, he moved 
off in tho direction of Vienna, Scott county, 
on the line of the Jeffersonville railroad. 

At 1 1 o’clock on Friday night the advance 
guard of Morgan’s forces extended to Vi 
enna, and about 2 o’clock the rear guard I 
came up. At this place thoy burned a bridge ; 
on tho Jeffersonville railroad, but other- 
wise tbe road was not injured. Tho depot! 
and station house were burned, but at this 
point all private property was respected. A 
poor family, who wero living in the station 
house, were notified by Morgan that he in- 
tended to burn the building, and were urged 
to move their goods, which they did, when 
the house was set on fire and burned. 

From Vienna Morgan divided bis forces 
into two columns, one marching north, 
while the other started in the direction of 
Madison. 

It was not known definitely what his in- 
tentions were, but it is supposed that his 
chief objects now is to leavo the State as 
easily as possible, and with as little loss as 
he can. The column moving toward Madi- 
son has not been heard of since it left 
Vienna. \V hore it is now precisely it is 
impossible to say. Tho advance of tho

After more than an houi’s conversation, 
their answer cam?, and the were again blind- 
folded and returned to their own works. 
Still the men sat in silence. Not a gun was 
flred in that part of the wall.

“Gemsral Grant— To prevent the fur- 
ther effusion of bloud and loss of life, I pro- 
pose that hostilities cease for blank hours, and 
that you appoint thi 'e commissioners, and 1 
three, to confer upon conditions of surrender, 
though I can hold out indefinitely. 

[Signod] "PEMBERTON.” 

To which General Grant ropliod: 

“As to your first proposition, it is for you 
to avail at any time; as to the second, I see 
oo necessity for that, as there can he no con- 
ditions of surrender We cm all bear testi- 
mony to your endurance and bravery, and 
will treat you with ell tho respect due pris- 
oners of war. 

[Signed] “U. S. GRANT.” 

General Pemberton thensolioited a person- 
al interview, which was granted by Grant at 
three P. M. The latter, with his staff, ap- 
peared on the hills where our advance works 
were. Hero the party baited, until General 
Pemberton appeared, accompanied by Gene 
ral Bowen and Colonel Montgomery. On the 
©rest of the opposite hills were rifle-pits and 
forts, crowdod with tnan. In the space in a 
grove of fruit trees of figs and peaches, mot 
the contending heroes Thousands of soldiers 
looked upon this strange scene. Two men 
who bad been Lieutenants in the same regi- 
ment in Mexico, now m.t as foes, with all 
the world looking at them. The one his 
country’s glory the other, his country’s 
shame. 

When they had approached within a few 
foot there was t halt aod silence. 

Colouel Montgomery spoke — ‘‘Gon. Grant, 
General Pemberton." They shook hands po- 
litely. It was evident Pemberton was morti- 
fied. Ho said: ‘‘I r/tM at Monterey and Buena 
Ttata. We had terms and conditions there.” 

General Grant then took him aside. They 
Sat iown on the grass and talked more than 
an hour. Grant emoked all the time. Pem- 
berton played with the grass and pulled 
leaves. Grant finally agreed to parolo them, 
allowing the officers each his horse. It was 
a polite thing. The dread of goiog North, 
and tho fear of harsh treatment, had deterr- 
ed them from capitulating sooner. lie pro- 
ved his magnanimity and saved thousands 
upon thousands of dollars in the way of 
transportations and rations. They feared the 
Fourth of July. Our men would call out at 
night, that tho Fourth would finish them, 
and it was so arranged. By this we have sa- 
ved thousands of lives. Both armies are 
gratified with tho result. Our meti treat 
them with kindness, giving them coffee, which 
some of them have not tasted for a year. 

The city is much dilapidated. Many bou 
8.8 are injured. Tho Vicksburg paper of Ju 
1/ 2, of which I sen i you extracts by mail, 
admits the oatingo f mule meat and the pil- 
fering of soldiers in private houses. Mrs. 
Cisoo, wife of an officer in the artillery ser- 
vice, was killed last Monday in tho city. 
General Green formerly of Missouri, was 
killed last week. Col. Griffin, of the 31st 
Louisiana Regiment, was also killed. 

There seems to be much suffering thore 
from sickness and our missiles. 

Johnston is still iu our rear. The stoamor 
from the Yazoo River and Young’s Point 
dropped down to the levee, when your corre- 
spondent bade farewell to the war. 

Our Ifoat was fired into at tho foot of Is- 
land 82, and riddled with shell and ball. Fif 
teen shots passed through, most of them in 
the cabin. The cabin is almost a ruin. Strange 
to say no ono was hurt. 

General Price with 8,000 mon attacked 
Helena on the 4.h. Ho carried one fort but 
was shelled out with great lo3s. The gun 
boats did splendidly. Our force was about 
4,000, in the afternoon Price began his re- 
treat, and was on the evening of the 5th, 
twenty five miles away, lie is anxious to 
cross the Mi ssissip, to join Bragg or John- 
ston.

tome Particulars the Surrender of 
Vicksburg. 

Special to tho Missouri Democrat. 

Cairo, July 8. — By the arrival of the 
•tjamer Niagara, witn Lieuteuant Dunn, of 
General Sullivan’s staff, from Vicksburg, 
the fourth, who is hearer of dispatches from 
General Gram to the War Department, we 
hare confirmation cf tho capitulation of 
Vicksburg. From reliable sources I have 
been able to gather tho following particulars 
of the closing scenes of the siege of Vicks- 
burg:

Great curiosity was manifested by officers 
and soldiers to learn tho contents of Pern 
berton’s dispatches, which was finally grati 
fled. 

The rebel General had seen fit to inti- 
mate the unnecessary effusion of blood and 
loss of lives might be prevented by a brief 
cessation of hostilities, during which com- 
missioners might bo appointed to agreo on 
terms for the surrender of the city, lie 
also intimated that he could hold the city for 
an indefinite period. Grant’s roply was very 
brief, saying that Pemberton had it in his 
power at any moment to stop bloodshed; 
commissioners wore unnecessary, as the 
only stipulation he could accept was an un- 
conditional surrender. It concluded with a 
deserved tribute to tho bravery and endu 
ranee of the rebel garrison, and said il they 
surrendered they should all be treated with 
the courtesy duo prisoners of war. 

The rebel messenger had not bcon gone 
long, whon Pemberton sent again, asking 
for a personal interview with Grant, which 
was promptly granted. 

At 3 P. M. the same day, a conference 
took place, about midway between the fronts 
of the contending forces. The scene was 
witnessed by thousands of Federal and rebel 
soldiers, who, for the first time in weeks, 
showed themselves with impunity above 
the rifle-pits, and during all these weeks 
they had beon within five yards of each 
other. 

Grant came slowly to tho place of rendez 
vous, smoking a cigar, aDd apparently the 
only unexcited person iu the vast assein 
blage. 

Pemberton’s first remark was that ho had 
been present when differont fortresses had 
surrendered to the Federal arms in the Mex 
icin War. In these the onemy were granted 
terms and conditions, and so he thought his 
army as well entitled to favors as a foreig 
foe. 

Grant listened, and then proposed a pri 
vate conversation, to which Pembeiton 
agreed, and the two Generals stepped aside 
YVhat was said during the conference can 
only bejudged from results. 

After little more than an hour, terms wero 
agreed upon and the rebels surrendered, 
was arranged that the Federal forces shoul 
enter at 10 A. M., the next day, July 4. 
Tho rebels were all to bo paroled on the 
spot, and the officers allowed to retain their 
horses and four days rations, to ho taken 
from rebel stores. Prisoners liable to ex- 
change. 

The enemy, numbiring from 20,000 to 
30,000, by this arrangement fell into Grant’s 
hands, along with the small arms, forts de- 
fenses, &c. Cannon aro plenty, and, in 
quality, eqnal to the best in tho Confeder- 
acy. 

At 10 A. M. pn the 4th, General Steele’s 
division marched into and garrisoned the 
city, the band playing tho national airs. Tho 
flag was soon seen above buildings whore, of 
lato, only rebel ensigns met the breeze, 
and Vicksburg was in loyal possession onco 
more. 

Not long after formal possession had been 
taken of the city, Colonel Matkland made 
his entrance, took charge of the Post office, 
and rgreed to establish Federal mail routes 
with the test of the world. 



11EI1EL ATTACK OX HELENA. 

They Attempt to Curry the Place by 
Storm— 1 Tn'ey are Repulsed with Greut 
Slaughter -.800 Prisoners Captured*— 
Our Loss not Over 100 . 

Cairo, July 7. — Between eight and ten 
thousand rebels, under Holmes, Price and 
Maruiaduke, made an attack on Helena on 
the morning of the 4th. They advanced 
in three columns but the roughness of the 
ground was such as to prevent the rebels 
from bringing up their artillery, and they 
attempted to carry tho works by assault. 
The center cjlum.os charged in tho direction 
of Fort Curtis and took three linos of rifle 
pits. Their flank attack was so successful, 
and suljected the center to an enfilading lire, 
which swept them down in great numbers. 



Jour- 
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hoy wero soon surrounded, and one whole 
brigade, or what was left of it, numbeuing 
eight hundred and forty, fell into our hands, 
seven hundred and forty of whom ariived 
here this morning; among them Col. L:wis, 
7th Mo., Col. Johnson and Col. Bell. 

Gen. Prentiss was aware of the contem- 
plated attack, and was prepared. Ho had 
about 4,000 mon, and was also assisted by 
the gunboat Ty ler. The prisoners say the 
attack will be renewed. The battle com- 
menced at 4 A. M, and continued until 1 
P. M.. The rebel loss is not less than 1,500, 
killed, wounded and prisoners. The entire 
Federal loss is not over one hundred. Gen. 
Prentis is confident that ho cm repel any 
assault made. It is thought the rebel dep- 
redations near Lake Providence were to 
draw the gunboats to that point, and thus 
give them a better opportunity at Helena. 



From Tullahoma. — Bragg has crossed 
the Tennessee tiver, burning the great rail- 
road bridge at Bridgeport. Tho following 
dispatch was received at Cincinnati Tues- 
day night: 

"Headquarters Department of the? 
“Cumbsrland, Tullahoma, July 8. (, 
“We have driven the tebels out of Mid- 
dle Tennessee, and their retreat has been 
disastrous and demoralizing to them. It 
is generally believed they had lost not less 
than five thousand prisoners in the moun- 
tains. Nothing but the excessive rains and 
the impassable condition of the roads pre- 
vented us from overthrowing and destroying 
theirentire army. It has now rained for 
fifteen successive days, You may judge cf 
the roads when I tell you that it took two 
divisions of Crittenden’s corps four days to 
march twenty miles. The north end of the 
bridge across the Tennessee at Bridgeport 
his been burned. 



Gen. Grant’s Official Announcement of 
the Surrender. 

Washington, July 8. — A dispatch from 
General Grant to General Halleck, dated at 
Vicksburg at 10:30 on the morning of the 
4th of July, states that the rebels sur- 
rendered that morning, and that their troops 
were paroled as prisoners of war. Tho 
movements)! about to be made by the 
forces of Gen. Grant are detaited, but they 
are not proper for publication at present. 



FROM THE EAST. 

The Situation of Lee’s Army— Severe 
Lavalry Fighting— General Kilpatrick 
Reported Killed. 

Baltimore, July 9. — The Amorican has 
the following dispatch: 

"Frederick, Mb., July 8— A. M. — Our 
cavalry had a sharp fight with the rebels, 
between Funkstown and Boonsboro, about 
six miles this side of Hagerstown. The 
rebels wero in heavy force. Our cavalry 
was compelled to fall hack to Boonsboro, 
with some loss. General Kilpatrick is re- 
ported killed, though some accounts say he 
is only wounded. Wo learn that General 
Kilpatiick’s command was completely sur- 
rounded, and compelled to cut his way out. 
The rebels aro still this side of the river 
massed, near Hagerstown, endeavoting to 
get wagons and plunder across. Scouts to 
day bring a report that the advance of the 
rebel column was crossing the river at Wil- 
liamsport. If this be so, we need not look 
for a fight in Maryland. It is reported at 
Booneshoro that the rebel pickets are boing 
thrown out nearly to that point, inclosing 
within their lines the Antietam field, and 
Sheppardatown Crossing. 

The main force, however, is considerably 
west of this and covers the threo roads 
which meet at Williamsport. 

Tho movements of our army are such as 
will to day uncover fully tho enemy’s po- 
sition. 

The whole number of prisoners reported 
at headquarters up to this morning is 12 - 

000 .

300,000 Troops to be Called Out fmincdi* 
ately-— From Lee’s Army. 

Philadelphia, July 9.

Gen. Lee’s Address to the Army. 

Hkadq’rs Army of Northern Virginia, J 
Chamborsburg (Pa.,) June 27. ( 

The Commanding Generat has observed 
with marked satisfaction the conduct of the 
troops on tho march, and confidently an 
ticipates results commensurate with the 
high Bpirit they have manifested. No troops 
could have displayed greater fortitude or 
better performed the arduous marches of the 
past ten days. Their conduct in other re- 
spects has, with few exceptions, been in 
keeping with their character as soldiers, and 
entitles them to approbation and praise. 

Thero havo, however, been instances of 
forgetfullness on the part of some that they 
have in keeping the yet unsullied roputation 
of the army, and that the duties exacted of 
us by civilization and Christianity aro not 
less obligatory in the country of the enemy 
than in our own. The Commanding Gen- 
eral considers that no greater disgrace could 
bofal the army, and through it our whole 
people, than the perpetration of tho bar- 
barous outrages upon tho innocent and de- 
fenceless, and the wanton destruction of 
private property, that havo marked the 
course of the enemy in our own counfry. 
Such proceedings not only disgrace the per- 
petrators and all connected with them, but 
aro subversive of the discipline and efficiency 
of the army, and destructive of the ends of 
our present uiovemenis. It must bo re- 
membered that wo make war only upon 
armed men, and that we cannot take ven- 
geance for tho wrongs our people havo suf- 
fered without lowering ourselves in tho oyes 
of all whose abhorrence has been excilcd 
by the atrocities of our enemy, and offen- 
ding against Him to whom vengeance ho- 
longoth, and without whoso favor and sup 
port our efforts must all prove in vain.

Morgan's Raid. — Iho Louisvilli 
nil gives the filfowing history ol 
Morgan’s exploits: 

At last, after many days’ search and dili- 
gent ioquiry, wo have an inkling of tho 
whereabouts and plans cf the most mysteri- 
ous and uhiquitoosof individuals, John Mor- 
gan. It is impossible to tell one hour where 
ho will be the next; yet weean diiino some- 
thing of his plans now, as divulged by his 
friends and comrades, and by his own ac- 
tion?, ha himself saying very little. 

We lato last night, or ra'her early this 
morning, had a conversation with one of his 
captives, who escaped from his clutches only 
yesterday morning. The gentleman is a 
resident of Nashville, and tells a truthful 
story. He started from Nashville on the 
train duo here Monday evening, and which 
was cap'ured the same day near Shepherds 
villa. The train was hailed eight miles be- 
yond Elizabethtown, and the conductor in 
formed that the Rebels were only a few miles 
ahead, and waiting to capture it. 

Conductor Sweeney, who was iu charge, 
backed to the first station, and telegraphed 
to this city for orders, and received a reply 
to come on, that there was no danger in the 
wav. John Morgan’s operator, Ellsworth, 
seut the response to the inquiry for instruc 
lions. Sweeney proceeded as far as Crooked 
Creek, three miles beyond Shepherdsville, 
where hundreds of mounted Rebel cavalry 
stood by the side of the road, who told him 
to stop or ihcy would shoot him and throw 
the train off the track, lie halted, and the 
train had nearly cersed moving, when, be 
lieving tho Rebels had no cannon, he rung 
tho bell to run hack, and the engineer revers- 
ed steam 

The cars commence 1 a relrogide motion, 
hut a shell from a piece of artillery passed 
over them, warning tho conductor that he 
must not try to escape. Reluctantly the or 
der was given, and tho train halted. There 
was a guard of about twenty men on board, 
who commenced firing at the approachin; 
Rebels, who were yelling like savage de 
mons; but, after one or two ineffective vol- 
leys, the soldiers ran for dear life, pursued 
hy the victorious Rebels, who soon cipiured 
them. 

The passengers, among whom wore a 
number ol ladies, laid flat down on the floor 
of the cars to avoi 1 the balls that were pass 
in" above and through the train. The guer 
rilia thieves, after tho soldiers were disposed 
of, turned their attention to the passengers 
robbing every one who had money, clothing, 
or valuables. In some instances arii'lo 
were returned to their rightful owners thro’ 
the influence of some ones among tho rob 
ber.s who had a little honesty left, 

Through the intercession of some ladies 
Robot friends of Morgan, the train and all 
tho passengers were sent hack to Nashville, 
and started in that direction between eleven 
and twelve o’clock Monday night. It was 
first his intention to destroy it, but ha was 
persuaded to forego his determiftaiion to do 
so. Morgan had with him precisely 3,000 
men and two batteries of arliilery — a part 
which, by the way, he mado tho male pas 
scugers pull out of tho mud, where it had 
been left hy tho artillery men. 

His intention was to como to Louisville 
as obtained from his officers and men. U 
did not apprehend much difficulty in com 
ing — thought our protecting forces here vory 
limited in number, and that he with his vet- 
eran troops could soon disperse them. 



ward his forces in rapid pursuit, Thomas 
moving on tho Manchester Road, from Man- 
chrsicr, and McCook on tho one from Tulla 
hou - . Thomas moved rapidly, in hopes of 
ovoriahing the enemy, moving nearly due 
east to get on the Mill Road, built by Bragg, 
parai.et with and five mile? ?a?t of the rail 
ioad. 'J Ids Thomas failed to do, uulil the 
enemy was well beyond the angle, and when 
he was crossing Elk River. 

The division of General Neg'ey encoun- 
tered the rear of Harueo at a point about four 
miles north of Eik River, and skirmished 
with it all dav, losing four or five men killed 
and wounded. Among the prisoners was 
Lieutenant I’latt, of the 11th Michigan. 

The enemy’s rear guard, under Wheeler, 
mule a stubborn resistance delaying General 
Negley so that tho rebel trains got beyond 
the river the night of the 1st. The same 
process on tho pvrt of tho rebels under Gen 
oral Buckner, enabled Bragg, with the re 
s:rvo arliilery, twenty-six pieces, to cross E.k 
River at Estill Springs, ou the night of tho 
l»t. and to reach 1110 mountains. 

The onemy on both roads burned tho brid 
ges, and the rear guard took up positions^

Yesterday 
afternoon he was between Shcpherdsville 
and Lebanon JunclUn, directly in tho line 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, and 
is probably now retreating. If ho has not 
changed his position, he has ere this bal to 
fight. 

A bravo and efficient officer has been dis 
patched to moot and give him battle, and 
with large enough force to defeat him, too. 
Morgan will doubtless avoid him if possible 
There is strong evidence that not much dam 
age has been done the railroad. 

All Rebels reported at different points east 
and west cf this city aro small scouting and 
reconnoitering parties of Morgan’s hand 
nothing more.

Crittenden, w.tli a full corps, wa3 sent by 
_ rapid m irch to tak: possession t f the read 
leading from Dochaid li 1 Tracy City to Chat 
tsnxgi. This was successful, and forced 
the euciny to take roads across the mountains 
O.i lire morning of the 25th, McCook crossed 
at the mouth ol Rock Creek, below the ene- 
my’s position in front of our right, and thus 
llinked the enemy who wiihJrew to Win- 
chester and the mountains. At the upper 
bridge, where Negley was, a similar maueu 
r was undo with little het'er ouccess. 
Rousseau and Brannon wore sont to the upper 
crossing to comedown in the learofthe eno- 
my, whom Negley was to detain, not drive. 
It was thought that Rousseau could crows by 
ten A. il , hut the swollen state of the 
ri -er prevented, and only a few troops got 
across in time. In the meantim ■ the civalry 
brigade canto in upon the right fl ink of the 
enemy. 

The firing was misLksn for that of Rous- 
seau and Negley opened with two batter es 
on the rebel position, a thousand yards off. 
The first lire dismounted one gun and kill- 
ing several rebel gunners. They were ta- 
ken completely by surprise, and made but 
few replies, retreating precipitately. Moan- 
tirno, Turcbin had engaged tho rebel right, 
and alter a fight of two hours drove the en- 
tire rebel force from the field, killing thirty- 
five of them. Tho battery escaped. The 
ptincipal fight was around the house of Pen- 
niDgtcu, Qu rtermaster of the rebel force 
engaged, anl which was sacked by Turch- 
in’s men. 

The tight only ended at two P. M., and 
the troops svero unablo to cross nn'il the 
morning of the 3d. 'Ihey moved only a short 
distance Negley encamping on tho battle- 
field, and Rousseau and Brannon on tho hank 
of the river. McCock. meantime, advanced 
to and occupied Winchester, Decherd and 
Cowan. 

This morning the whole force advanced 
to the foot of the mountains at Cowan, to 
find the enemy gone. 

Wo have lost not over 1 000 men bv cas 
ualLies of ad kind?. Tho troops suffered 
much from alternate heat and rain. The sun 
is now shining brightly amid a heavy rain. 

Wo have 1,000 to 2,000 prisoners, many 
of them deserters. 

The enemy is entirely out of Tenncsseo, 
and our communications intact. Tho rail- 
ro;d will bo in running order to this point to- 
morrow.

The 177th 
Pennsylvania Regiment went there w ith 200 
on the sick list, and now they have scarcely 
two dozon This is miraculous, when we 
consider how they have to contend against 
frogs, snakes, lizards and wood ticks. Tho 
Salt Sulphur Springs of Magnolia wero a 
favorite resort of tho creme de la creme of 
Virginia and North Carolina; yet this beau- 
tiful watering place is almost upon the mar- 
gin of what 1 would call the northwest lobe 
of tho swtmp, on tho road leading from Suf- 
folk to Portsmouth.

Tullahoma, July 4 — I have hai Yio op- 
portunity since tho occupation of this p’.aco 
to telegraph you. The wires aro now up to 
this point and 1 send you the summary of 
the movements of the last three days.

As soon a3 the head of his column got south 
of Tullahoma Bragg evacuated
